IMPEACHMENT Of BELKNAP. 


The U. S. Senate has established a 


very important precedent by decid- 
ing a civil officer liable to impeach- 
ment, notwithstanding such officer 
may have tendered his resignation, 
and the same been accepted, before 
impeachment proceedings have been 
commenced. 
This is the decision in 


he case of Belknap, late Secretary 
War. 
On Monday the Senate adopt- 


ed, by a vote of 37 to 29, a resolution 
that Belknap is amenable to trial by 
impeachment for acts done as Secre- 
tary of War, notwithstanding his 
resignation, and it was ordered that 
the respondents and managers on the 
part of the House of Representatives 
appear on Thursday next at 1 o'clock 
to hear the judgment of the Senate. 
Jones and Booth voted in the nega- 
tive, and Sargent, in the affirmative. 
The importance of the question just 
•decided can not be under-estimated. 
The finding is in accordance with our 
•views. 
Wo believe that Congress, 


sitting as a high court of impeach- 
ment, has a right to try ex-Secretary 
of War 
Belknap for plundering 


United States soldiers. 
Now, Bel- 


knap's resignation (on the eve of 
detection) should be no bar for his 
impeachment—for admit that, and 
what a loophole for dishonest officials 
is established! Great Britain (where 
justice is more impartial thau else- 
•where in the world) holds that ex- 
omcials must be punished, although 
they may have resigned. 
Unless 


Congress attaches some stigma on 
Belknap, justice •will be labeled as » 
sham in this "Land of the free and 
home of the brave." Offlci.il corrup- 
tion exists to an alarming extent in 
this country, and is rapidly increas- 
ing. It must be stopped.

It was occupied by the Legislative 
Assembly of Pennsylvania from 1736 
till 1799, by the Supreme Court from 
1743 to 1775, the Congress of the 
Union from 1775 to 1781, Peale's 
museum from 1802 to 1828, and the 
Councils of Philadelphia hare met in 
it since 1854. These particulars are 
obtained from a tablet on one of tho 
walls. 
On the ground floor, the 


room on the right of the entrance 
has been turned into a national 
museum and contains all sorts of 
Revolutionary and ancient relics. 
We will mention a few of them. 
In 


the center of the room stands the 
writing table of George Mason, upon 
which he wrote the Bill of Rights of 
Virginia. 
To the right of this and 


against the wall is placed the old 
bell, from whose throat one hundred 
years ago pealed out so grandly the 
notes proclaiming "liberty through 
out all the land and to the inhabitants 
thereof." 
The old bell has a large 


crick in it now and could not pro 
duco a clear tone, but the ringing 


message ever sent; an Eastern gar- 
ment presented by the Dey of Algiers 
to Mrs. D. P. Madison. On the walls 
are hung portraits of distinguished 
patriots of Revolutionary times.

An engraving of the scene is 
hung up in the hall. Two chairs 
that Bat on the platform are still 
there. The platform itself and the 
President's deskjwere cut away when 
in 1791 th« Bank of the United States 
commenced its operations here, as 
they were in the way of tho counters.
